Lee Guards 


The Lee County Guards were 
mustered into the state serv ice 
by Major 
W. G. 
Coulter. 
Its 
original membership was 61. This 
number 
was steadily 
increased 
until, at its annual inspection on 
March 31, 1879 . its membership 
stood at 9 8 and at 103 one y ear 
later. This figure made the unit 
the largest in the stale, with 34 
more members than any other 
infantry company in the Stale of 
Illinois. This ex clusiv e Suhlette 
organization was designated Co. 
F, 12th Infantry . 


The Guards were often honored 
by calls to participate in many 
public affairs in the area. On May 
30, 1879 , they prov ided an escort 
for a procession to decorate the 
soldiers’ grav es in Mendota. 


3rd Regiment 
On duly 3, 4, and 5, 1879 , they 
encamped with the 3rd Regiment 
of the Illinois National Guard at 
Freeport and, in September of 
that y ear, they formed part of 
the 1st Brigade of the Illinois 
National 
Guard 
encamped 
at 
South Park, Chicago. At the lat­ 
ter ev ent, 81 men reported for 
duty . 
On Nov . 5, 
1880, 
the Guards 
were giv en the honor of escort­ 
ing President Grant at a recep­ 
tion giv en by the citizens of Men­ 
dota. 'They thus became the first 
military company to receiv e and 
escort the President in Illinois aft­ 
er his famous world tour. They 
were again 
pleased 
to escort 
President Grant, as well as oth­ 
er national figures, at the 25th 
annual fair 
of the 
northwest, 
held at Sterling on Sept. 14, 15, 
16. and 17. The group of digna- 
taries present for the affair in- 
eludcd, in addition to the Pres­ 
ident Gov ernor Cullom and Gen­ 
eral Logan.

Sesquicentennial Reflections

When Illinois entered the Union 


tors of population and the v irgin 
landscape was only infrequently 
in 1818 she, like her small group dotted by the occasional log ea

fertile, but untamed, wilderness.

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bin of a stalwart and determined 
settler. 


The land offered unlimited pro­ 
mise, but it still belonged to the 
Indian and the denizens of the 
forest. Only gradually did thin 
wisps of smoke appear cm the un­ 
broken horizen, curling lazily up­ 
ward from a solitary stone chim­ 
ney on Ihe grassy banks of the 
Illinois Riv er or along the sand}' 
shore of Lake Michigan. 


Ashen Thread 
But it would not be long before 
this slender ashen thread would 
grow to a menacing cloud and 
the 
single, 
rough-hewn 
cabin 
then to the city , and finally to 
the metropolis. 


This scene 
of the 
birth 
and 
death of the small, rural hamlet 
has been re-enacted innumerably 
within the span of the past 150 
y ears, not 
only 
in Illinois, but 
across the immense breadth of 
the 
e v e r-ex panding 
American 
frontier. Until today , in the face 
of rapidly proliferating technologi­ 
cal dev elopment, 
the 
uniquely 
American folk community , along 
with the distinctiv e v alues, cul­ 
ture, and mores which it sy m­ 
bolizes, is fast becoming an an­ 
achronism. 


With each adv ancing step taken 
toward the 21st century its v ir­ 
tual demise seems almost cer­ 
tain. 


Union 
At the time of Illinois’ admis­ 
sion to the Union, one of its most 
precious and most abundant na­ 
tural resources was space. The 
total population 
of the 
United 
States was less than nine and one- 
half million 
persons, 
primarily 
concentrated in the East. 


The Mississippi Riv er marked 
the edge of the frontier. Bey ond 
its great ’waterway 
stretched a 
seemingly inex haustable ex panse 
of untamed land. Illinois, with her 
55,0(10 inhabitants stood at the 
gateway to the untapped riches of 
half a continent.

It was not 
long 
before 
the 
pressure of the western mov e­ 
ment began to make itself felt. 
The prairie sod was tough but it 
more than repaid 
the 
intrepid 
pioneer’s toil with bountiful crops 
of golden grain. 


The prairie grass stood shoulder 
high and su*ay ed like the rolling 
sea in the gentle wind. To the 
settler it offered rich pasture for 
his cattle. And, finally , grov es of 
oak. walnut, buckey e attd hickory 
furnished 
lumber for 
the con­ 
struction of homes and sheds. 
Hardships 
The hardships were many but 
they 
were 
insignificant 
when 
compared to the rewards of the 
pioneer’s 
persistant labor. The 
open prairie was a land where a 
y oung man’s dreams could bear 
fruit; where a man could do what 
he desired, without the restraints 
imposed 
by 
highly 
organized 
gov ernment or social barriers. 
On the frontier, 
a 
man was 
scarcely aware of the ex istence 
of gov ernment and was .judged 
by his few and distant neighbors 
solely on the basis of indiv idual 
merit and not on class position. 
The early immigrants from New 
England and Germany found joy 
and satisfaction in the opportun­ 
ity to bulid, inv ent and create 
in an atmosphere 
where 
one 
man’s 
success 
did 
not 
mean 
another's 
failure. 
Here they could realize the un­ 
fulfilled y earnings of their peas­ 
ant ancestors, a farm of their 


own, free of 
mov ed 
from 
ference. 
So, life on the prairie took on 
a peculiar gusto 
and poets like 
Walt Whitman could truly "hear 
America singing.” 
White Settler 
But, from the arriv al of the 
first family of white settlers, the 
unrestrained freedom offered by 
the untamed prairie 
was doom­ 
ed. 'Immigrants came in a stead­ 
ily increasing stream. The tim­ 
bers were hewn. 
Cabins 
were 
erected. The lush grassland erupt­ 
ed beneath the wooden plow. 
And, all the while, new families 
continued to mov e into the heart 
of the nation. Children were be­ 
ing born and 
growing to adult­ 
hood. Soon, the railroad arriv ed 
in 
response 
to 
the 
ex panded 
needs of the by now settled farm­ 
ers. 
With the 
railroad 
came mer­ 
chants, and towns sprang up al­ 
most ov ernight. And so it con­ 
tinued through the 19 th and into 
the 20th century . The population 
began to grow at an ev er-increas­ 
ing pace and, as the 
number of 
people increased, 
so did 
their 
needs. 
Hardy Pioneer 
Gone were the day s of the 
hardy and 
fiercely independent 
pioneer. Inev itably , he 
bowed 
to progress and stepped aside 
before the family man. So. as the 
number of families grew, their 
dependence 
upon 
one 
another 
likewise increased. 
Where once 
a single 
wisp of 
smoke reached sky ward, now a 
small 
cloud 
arose 
from 
the 
hearths of a dozen neighboring 
cabins. 
By the turn of t>*? century , a 
few bearded figures could east 
their gaze back ov er the ex panse 
of three-quarters 
of 
a century 
and bemoan the loss of the free­ 
dom and 
independence 
enjoy ed 
by their pioneer fathers, but lit­ 
tle could they env ision what the 
future held in store for their sons 
and grandsons. 
The past 150 y ears hav e seen 
Illinois as well as the nation mov e 
f r o m 
infancy 
into adulthood. 
Growth at 
times has been trau­ 
matic but it has also been rapid 
and somewhat irresistable. 
19 th Century 
Throughout 
the 
19 th century , 
the populace flowed westward in 
a steady stream, but the 20th 
century was to witness a larger, 
and 
perhaps 
more 
portentious 
ex odus. In the last 50 y ears a 
mass 
migration 
has 
occurred 
from farm to city . Small towns 
hav e been swallowed by the city 
and the cities by the metropolis. 
Alarmingly , 
today , 
the small 
town may well be threatened with 
ex tinction in the face of rapid and 
massiv e urbanization. 
The inev itable 
results 
of this 
cast 
transition 
are 
becoming 
more and more apparent — v i­ 
olence has increased, society has 
become impersonal, 
social and 
indiv idual goals hav e been blur­ 
red. 
The distinctiv ely American 
and Midwestern way of life, char­ 
acterized by Thornton Wilder in 
"Our Town” and by Edgar Lee 
Masters in "Spoon Riv er Antholo­ 
gy ” , appears to be in danger be­ 
coming archaic 
in a fast-paced, 
automated society . 
Phy sical Strength 
It would seem that this nation 
may well be purchasing phy sical 
strength and security at the ex or­ 
bitant price of its soul and con­ 
science. 
It is only in the now deminish- 
ing small, rural communities that 
the few lingering 
remnants 
of 
that independence of spint, chris 


tian morality , and concern for 
others which were innately in­ 
grained deep in the moral fiber 
of pioneer forefathers, may be 
found. 
The Protestant Ethic has sprout­ 
ed deep roots in the fertile soil 
of the Midwestern prairie and Il­ 
linois 
boast of the pioneering 
spirit which continues to thriv e 
in its many small towns and rural 
areas. 
Life in a small town is by no 
means completely idy llic. Ev ery ­ 
day problems and hardships are 
as real anu as pressing as those 
of the big city . But, through his 
intimate relation with the soil, 
the rural resident is offered num­ 
erous intangible rewards not to 
be found in the forbidding depths 
of the 
steel and 
concrete laby ­ 
rinth of the teeming metropolis. 
Fiery Finger 
The v isual splendor of an angry 
sun poking a fiery finger ov er a 
mist-shrouded horizen, 
the v ir­ 
ginal purity of a tranquil world 
huddled cozily in a glittering blan­ 
ket of freshly fallen snow; the 
innocent 
sy mphony 
of 
nature 
raising its v oice in melodic praise 
of a dew-encrusted spring morn­ 
ing. are but a few of the prairie’s 
many wonders. 
But, their effects can nev er be 
represented by sterile lines on a 
graph nor by the cold statistics of 
a census. Rather, onp must search 
deep within the soul of the indiv i­ 
dual. 
The small town citizen is of ne­ 
cessity berth 
a primitiv e 
artist 
and a homespun philosopher. No 
one liv ing in inimate daily # con­ 
tact with the abundant splendors 
of nature can help but be shaped, 
if only unconsciously , by those 
same sights, sounds and aromas 
that once stirred pioneer fore­ 
fathers. 
Rural Heartland 
It is here then, 
in the 
rural 
heartland of America, that men 
may still enjoy a large measure 
of the freedom and v alues so im­ 
portant to their immigrant pre­ 
decessors. Peace, serenity , indiv i­ 
dual liberty , concern for others, 
and a common-sense approach to 
life are but a mere handful of 
the rewards sought by our ances­ 
tors which still may be found in 
the farm communities which dot 
the Illinois landscape. 
But the dots are growing larg­ 
er and the city is rapidly en­ 
v eloping the country v illage. The 
danger is that, in day s of strife 
and crisis, those who hav e fallen 
heir to this rich frontier heritage 
may hav e 
come 
to take this 
spiritual abundance for granted. 
Constant ex posure all too often 
breeds complacency and it may 
well be that in far too many in­ 
stances we fail to fully appreci­ 
ate 
the intangible 
blessings of 
pastoral culture. 
Sesquicenteiuiial 
Thus, in this 
sesquicentennial 
y ear, it would be well to serious­ 
ly reflect upon the moral v alues 
and simple beauties which Il­ 
linois 
forebearers 
held so dear 
and which can be found only on 
the fertile prairie. 
Now, more than ev er, it is im­ 
portant that citizens take the time 
to fully enjoy the natural beauty 
which surrounds them and, in the 
process, to gain increased inspi­ 
ration from the heroic ex ploits of 
those hardy indiv iduals who tam­ 
ed this land. 
For, if America is to continue 
to progress 
in this 
tumultuous 
era, it must make full use of bcth 
the phy sical might of the city as 
well as, and perhaps more im­ 
portantly , the spiritual and moral 
strength and v igor of the rural 
community .
